•yuite as serious as it is pictured to 
be, and it ts now inevitable that nril- 
lions of Chinese must starve to 
death.

Or. Houghton said that with certain 
modifications, the Chinese seem to 
like Christianity. The two old types 
of Chinese religion. Buddhism and 
Ta/uism, he described at very high 
forms of tthical codes. Confuscian- 
ism, however, he said, while former- 
ly also a fine ethical code, has now 
so degenerated that its 
followers 


arc governed largely by fear. 


The old testament, Dr. Ho'igfrton 


explained, appeals strongly to the 
Chinese, as it is oriental in its na- 
ture and therefore oompreihensable 
to them, while the new testament 
appeals to thorn because they are 
natuxally a peace loving people.

I do not 
believe in compulsory vaccination 
and many other schools of thought 
do not agree that it should be com- 
pulsory, as the medical men do. We 
believe that each school should have 
its preferences as to how to treat 
several diseases wliich arc prevalent 
in Wisconsin, and are asking people 
and the legislature to repeal the com- 
pulsory part of thfi law and make 
it optional 


"I would like also that those who 


read this article wouid send me their 
views and ai.;-o if they have had any 
serious trouble with the virus vac- 
cination. It is also tuy contention 
that we TKist adopt a different mode 
of treatment than injecting virus 
or any other foreign matter directly 
into the blood- We believe this 
method is contrary to nature. We 
believe in cleanliness asd purging 
out of the r;--te;n '.-. a' natural way 
through the j.:v.acr organs of the 
body that functions w tliruw out all 
poison from the system bj its nat- 
ural organism. 


"We of those different 
schools 


who are citizens of Wisconsin, be- 
lieving in equal rights and in testi- 
mony thereof, ^ve quote Dr. Freds-

It is my 
pinion that the power of the Emer- 
gency Board should be restricted so 
lat the Board could not act only 
n such cases as where an emergency 


created by an act over which a 


ublic official has no control, and 
which could not possibly have been 
oreseen by the legislatures. If the 
o-called emergency appropriations 
re to be available, they should be 
vailable only within those limits, 
and an additional safeguard should 
ie made by limiting the amount that 
ould be transferred by the Emer- 
•cncy Board at some reasonable and 
ixed sum, not exceeding $100,000. 


If this suggestion were carried 
ut, any emergency in fact could be 
•net, and at the same* time public 
fficials would understand that the 
money in the state treasTiry is in no 
ens« their personal fund, the expen- 
liture of which is to be made re- 
gardless of the plain provisions of 
lie law. 


This is the only sound method to 


adopt in adjusting ourselves to a 
normal program. 


Within these limits we may go, 
t beyond these limits we cannol 


safely go. 
It is quite unnecessary to review 


;he causes for the conditions con 
fronting us. The important thing is 
,o acknowledge the situation anc 
Tace it "with a determination to keep 
within the reasonable limits I have 
suggested, varying only from those 
limits where conditions over which 


have no control compel an ap- 


propriation sufficient to meet a nec- 
essity. 


In making appropriations for new 


Buildings and new constructions, the 
question to be answered is: Is th< 
new construction or the new build 
injrs absolutely necessary

time, and cannot the proposed uh* 
dertaking be deferred without doing

lic interest? If the proposed under 
taking is not necessary and if tlv 
public interest will not suffer ma 
terial injury, then clearly the 
propriation should not be made.

Others of these deficit 
arose because of circumstances ere 
ated by boards, departments, an 
commissions, il^ nlain violation o 
the law, and in such case the leg 
islatnre should not at this time sup 
ply such deficits. 


No public official, having the re 


sponsibility of his department an 
the expenditure of moneys appropri 
ated thereto, has any right, legall; 
>r morally, to create an obligatio: 
.ifT"inst the state, without an appro 
priation therefor. 


'.the constitution provides that n 


moneys shall be paid'out of the pob 
lie treasury, unless there is an ap 
propriation 'therefor, and the on! 
qualified authority in Wisconsin t 
make appropriations is the legisla 
tive department. 
If the legislativ 


department has not made sufficien 
appropriations, 
the responsibilit; 


rests with it, and no public officia 
has nay right to assume that reaper 
sibility and create a condition whic 
may imply an obligation upon th 
legislature to make an additional ap 
propriation. A public official wh 
creates a condition that brings atxra 
a deficiency in his department hi 
usurped his powers, and brings bin- 
self within the prohibition of the 
statutes.

pensation adjusted according to the 
demands of necessity and 
fairness 


and not according to the temporary 
competition of private employers. 


BUDGET SYSTEM 


CONDITION OF THE 


GENERAL FUND 


You will observe from Table 7 that 
he General Fund on December 31, 
920 had a balance on hand of $3,- 
214,744.56, and that there had been 
appropriated for highway purposes 
an un-expended balance on the same 
date of $2^62,799.65. 


The moneys appropriated for high- 


way purposes are paid intd the Gen-" 
eral Fund, and that is the money 
hat keeps the General Fund from 
>eing entirely depleted. If the High- 
way Department expends onejhalf of 
the funds now available for highway 
expenditure, it will 'be very readily 
appreciated that the General Fund 
will be near depletion before the end 
•f the next biennial period. There 
s an accumulation of money 
for 


lighway purposes, and when that is 
aken out of the General Fund, the 
jeneral Fund will be exhausted. 


It is very clear in my mind at this 


time that the state treasury is loaded 
down with obligations to such a:; 
extent that it will be impossible to 
divert the inheritance taxes from the 
General Fund to the Capital or Per- 
manent Fund of the Common Schools 
Normal Schools,, and the' University, 
as I suggested in my former mes- 
sage, and which I think ought to be 
done if we were not facing a crisis, 
with respect to^the General Fund. 
However, the financial condition of 
the state treasury may be so adjust- 
ed before the close of the session 
that it will be possible to carry out 
my former recommendation concern- 
ing the inheritance 
taxes, and I 


earnestly hope that such an adjust- 
ment will be made, 
: 


The condition of the General Fund 


and the University 
and Normal 


School Income Fund convinces me 
also that it will be absolutely im- 
possible to undertake a program of 
expansion, whether with respect to 
dormitories and commons, either in. 
the 
University 
or 
the 
Normal 


Schools, or other building projects, 
except those most urgent and ab- 
solutely necessary. 


Our budget system.is divided into 


three classes of accounts, namely: 


Definition of "Operation" Item. 
First, "Operation," which includes 


"Salaries and Wages," "Office Sup- 
plies," "Postage," "Printing," "Trav- 
el," etc., and "Salaries and Wages" 
constitute the item of greatest mag- 
nitude. 
The number of public officials and 


employes in the last five or six-years 
'has increased from 1085 to 1600, ap- 
proximately, or an increase of ap- 
proximately 575 in -number, and this 
excludes officials and «mployes in 
our educational institutions and the 
charitable and penal 
institutions. 


There are other items which will be 
materially increased in the fature, 
due to 
the 
Transportation Act, 


known as the Esch-Cummins Law. 
That act alone will cost the state 
of Wisconsin for every mile of an 
sig'h.tec-n foot concrete highway an 
additional amount of nearly $4,000 
in freight charges alone." By reason 
of that act, travel will be largely in- 
creased from the original 2 cent fare 
and the 3 cent fare to 3.6 cents per 
mile. 
Definition of "Maintenance" Item. 
Second, "Maintenance" covers all 


disbursements for repairs and up- 
keep of buildings and grounds be- 
longing to the state. 


Definition of "Capital" Item 


Third, "Capital" covers permanent 


additions to the state property, such 
as fumiturB, land, buildings, etc. _ 


In calling attention to appropria- 


tions for these three several items 
of "Operation," "Maintenance," and 
"Capital," I want to call attention to 
the 'fact that the state is -being called 
upon from time to time to perform 
additional services to the people, and 
there is a constant expansion of the 
state's activities. 


The new forces in society constant- 


ly demand new undertakings by the 
state, and society is becoming more 
complex in its organization. I do 
not know how great the desire is tc 
go back to the"old-fashioned way of 
doing things, but whatever desire 
exists in that line, we must recog- 
nize that modern science has stepped 


and erected insurmountable bar- 


riers to our return to an earlier civ- 
ilization, and so we must accept con- 
ditions as they ar* and government 
as it must be trader our complex so- 
cial and industrial conditions. 


On the other hand, we must nol 


'orget that, notwithstaiiduijf all thes' 
demands' of a modern 
civilization 


there is a limit to the amount that 
people can pay. 


In considering appropriations, 
! 


believe that the legislature shoulc 
give-great weight to the fact that we 
are now in-a period of depression 
with a tremendous falling off in th 
price of farm products, and a falling 
off in tine wages -of workmen, aru 
that the next biennium will in al 
probability be a period of abnorma 
conditions, quite as .bad, if not wors< 
than the two years preceding th< 
armistice, and much worse than th< 
period since the armistice. 


I have endeavored to work out a 
ossible program for the consolida- 
on of boards and commissions, ana 
reduction of tibe personnel of ex- 
ting boards and commissions. 
I find board* and commissions 
radually increasing. I 
.v!to *jad 


lat a complete survey of existing 
cards and commissions .and 
the 


umber of employes there under 
ust be made before any program of 
rosolida'tion, and elimination can be 
ade, without doing injury to public 
ervice. The Activities of boards and 
oramissions cover such a wide field, 
ffecting- the vital interests of all the 
eoplc, that it is impossible for any 
ne man or any committee, to ascer- 
:ain within a few weeks the neces- 
ary facts that would justify a def- 
inite recommendation. 
This entire 


ubject ought to be considered by a 
jgialative committee carefully, and 
ho facts first ascertained, and a 
ecommendation made as to what 
joards or commissions- might be el- 
iminated, what state activity might 
>e destroyed, and where consolida- 
on might aid the public service. 
The thing to 'be sought is a more 
fficient and economical administra- 
ion, and it is my opinion that such 
xiuld be accomplished if each admin- 
strative- board and commission had 


single official, instead of a mult- 
>le membership where the responsi- 
ility is divided, except as to those 
wards and commissions which h».ve 
uasi-judicial functions. 
I recommend that the legislature 


SALARIES 


There is general complaint on the 


part of many public officials and 
employes in regard to their respec- 
tive salaries. 
In my opinion there 


is- no question but that there is a 
great need for re-adjustment of sal 
aries. Public officials nnd employes 
should be paid reasonable compensa 
tkra, but a state can never expect to 
compete with private business 
fa 


meeting salary demands. 


There are considerations entering 


into public employment involving ad- 
vantages that do not obtain with re 
spect to private employment. Res 
idence at the capital with the ad 
vantages of the University and other 
advantages of material consequence, 
makes public employment quite de- 
sirable. Public officials who think 
only. m-terni4_.of salary increases 
lack the mental attitude toward pub- 
li» service that 'a 
public officia! 


should have. 


I find that there is a great var 


iance in the amount of salary paid 
to public officials and public .employ- 
es in the respective departments ant 
institutions .under the control of the 
state, and in fact a •groos discrimina- 
tion exists in many of the depart- 
ments and institutions. 


I know it is difficult for the Leg- 


islature and the executive to outline 
a salary schedule. In the very na- 
ture of things, that duty devolves up- 
on the heads of departments and the 
several administrative : boards. 


The Legislature, however, can fix 


the limit as to how far the heads of 
departments and the various boards 
can go, by limiting the appropria- 
tion for salary purposes within those 
bounds where a reasonable demand 
may be met, and at'the same time 
place the responsibility upon the ad 
mmirtratrre officers to eliminate dis- 
crimination. 


Every administrative officer 
or 


board should, on the first day of the 
beginning of the biennium p«riod for 
which the appropriations an' made 
make a budget or schedule of salaric 
that will prevail during the biennirnr 
within the limits of the approprir, 
tion made for salary purposes. 


I^ftlso find this situation to exis' 


and that is, that the higher pa; 
officials and employes have receive 
increases in salaries, which in nr 
opinion are not entirely justifiable

Under the circumstances, 
wit' 


falling prices and falling wages, th. 
operating expenses of the severa 
boards, departments, and i vtitution 
should not exceed the amounts appro 
priated by .the legislature in 191!

appropriations gbould-«ot exceed tha 
amount, except in those cases an 
for those Herns where the board, de- 
partment or institution could exercis 
so control, and in those cases onl 
such reasonable amount as will mee 
the necessities of the situation.

In no case should the appropria 


tions exceed the estimated receipt

ther state income may be less, fo 
.he reasons heretofore pointed oat.

Judge Gary of the steel trust has been talking about bnsi- 


Next to apriculutre, steel production is one of our most 


fundamental industries. Judge Gary is not one of the big busi- 
ness men who always spouts optimism and therefore a recent 
Interview which he Rave out to the American Magazine will have 
considerable inilucnce with business men generally, in giving 
them a hopeful outlook towards the future. Judge Gary be- 
lieves .that the country has already traveled a good part of the 
wmy toward readjustment of values upon a new basis, and that^ 
business will soon be sood with merchants and manufacturers. 
He also says: 


"'A proper mental attitude is fundamental to success in all 


practical and physical departments of human activity. Happily 
the majority are today in a state of mind which insures friendly 
«o-operation between the different groups of citizens." 


It is gratifying to find that even Judge Gary recognizes 


gome of the justification for present day industrial unrest, for 
he says: 


"Not only are factional differences and disturbances dis- 


appearing, but the unnatural and unreasonable greed for the 
acquisition of wealth which has been altogether too prevalent 
during the abnormal material and mental condition produced 
by the war, is growing less. This is a factor of the greatest and 
most gratifying consideration. It means that the anxiety to 
•eeure something for nothing, or much for little, is not so keen 
nor so rampant as it was." 


Judge Gary points out that the lowering of prices means 


that leas money and credit are necessary to carry on the coun- 
try's business, and he therefore predicts a lowering of interest 
charges which of course will encourage enterprise in general, 
and building projects most of all. 


Profiteering is not an evil which is recognized atone by the 


wage-workers and the VICTIMS of profiteering, it is recognized 
by the steel trust head himself. He says: 


"Profits which are not legitimately based on the law of sup- 


ply and demand cannot last. That there was too much prafi- 
teering in various lines of business goes without saying. In 
fact in many instances prices were outrageously high. Middle- 
men were especially guilty. Employees in certain trades also 
•ought to exact more pay than they gave a fair return for; bu 
this does not, and did not, apply to the majority of workmen. 


"To my mind there has latterly been too much pessimism. 


It has been caused by the falling off in buying of all kinds early 
In 1920, by the attitude banks took over speculation, and by tht 
fall in prices. Readjustment, however, was not only inevitable, 
but desirable. 
If the spirit of fair dealing be exercised all 


around, the recession need nor go much further, or continue for 
long. 
, 


"A great deal of work held up during the war has to be 


done, and will be done, as money becomes easier since prices has 
moved downward from forbidding heights. This applies par- 
ticularly to building." 


Judge Gary does not congratulate the country upon tht 


passing of Wilsonism. But the factor of optimism which hi 
BiresBes will be greatly strengthened within a f«w days, not sc 
•men perhaps because Harding goes in, as because Wilson goes 
out. Although the enormous vote for Harding was largely a 
protest vote, yet it cannot be denied that when the American 
penpto see the inauguration of the administration for which they 
have voted in such overwhelming numbers they will thank God 
and take courage.

. All of this article makes us think 
of the ^'SECURITY LEAGUE™ of 
recent war times.
